Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  _ For  Infectious  Cases.  A motor  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the 
Chelmsford  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  conveyance  of  patients.  In  addition,  an 
older  motor  ambulance  is  in  u.se  for  carrying  of  articles  for  disinfection  and 
disinfestation  to  and  from  the  hospital. 

(b)  For  Non-htfectious  and  Accident  Cases  ; and 

(c)  For  Maternity  Patients. 

These  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  under 
agreement  with  the  Town  Council  at  an  inclusive  cost  of  £200  per  annum. 
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The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  in  1939,  and  the  mileage  covered  by  the 
aml)ulance,  are  as  follows  : —

Milk  is  granted  on  medical  grounds  to  the  following  categories  of  cases  if

1 pint  per  day. 

(2)  Children  up  to  18  months — ^1  pint  per  day.

This  scale  is  increased  in  necessitous  cases. 

During  1939  a total  of  155  families  received  free  milk,  and  22,535  pints  of 
“ Graded  ” milk  were  distributed.  This  compares  with  131  families  and 
about  25,043i  pints  for  1938.

Ij  I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  following  abbreviated  report  on  the 
I work  carried  out  during  1939. 


During  this  year  greatly  simplified  amended  legislation  relating  to  Public 
d Health  matters  became  operative  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  many  of  the 
provisions  laid  down  by  these  new  enactments  have  had  to  be  set  aside  to 
enable  A.R.P.  duties  to  be  carried  out.  One  cannot  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
although  the  Council  are  unable  to  proceed  with  their  clearance  area  work, 
the.se  low  standard  dwellings  are  still  further  taxed  with  a portion  of  the  influx 
of  evacuees.  Such  war-time  conditions  call  for  regular  strict  inspections. 


I Much  is  required  in  the  direction  of  food  preparation  premises  and  the 
/•Food  and  Drugs  Act ’requires  all  these  premises  to  be  registered,  but  the 
( pre.sent  number  of  staff  will  not  allow  this  work  to  be  rapidly  carried  out.

Sulphur  Dioxide  mixtures  and/or  spraying,  following  removal  of 
picture  rails,  skirtings,  architraves  and  wall  paper. 

Fumigations  are  carried  out  by  this  department  except  when  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  is  used,  when  a contractor  who  specialises  in  this  work  is  employed. 

Following  disinfestation,  visits  are  paid  to  ensure  that  the  premises  are 
vermin  free,  and  precautions  taken  to  prevent  re-infestation. 

Bakehouses. 

16  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses.  In  3 cases  it  has  been  necessary 
to  request  the  occupiers  to  thoroughly  cleanse  and  limewash,  otherwise  they 
are  well  kept. 

Factories  and  Workshofs. 

78  visits  have  been  paid.  21  defects  were  found  and  have  been  brought  to 
notice. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

12  visits  to  cowsheds  and  57  visits  to  dairies  and  milkshops  have  been  made 
and  improvements  effected. 

14  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

14  visits  have  been  made  to  fish  fryers  and  cleansing  and  limewashing 
have  been  carried  out.  Conditions  are  only  fair  at  these  premises. 
Modern  fume  consuming  appliances  would  make  considerable  improvement. 

Disinfection,  etc. 

Where  ca.ses  of  notifiable  diseases  occurred,  the  bedding  and  clothing 
were  remov'ed  to  the  Joint  Hospital  Board’s  disinfecting  station  for  disin- 
fection.

Constant  attention  has  been  given  throughoxit  the  year,  this  being  most

Two  hundred  letters  and  advisory  pamphlets  were  sent  out,  in 
respon.se  to  which  my  services  were  called  upon  by  owners  of  rat 
infested  premises.  Tips,  farms,  food  stores,  etc.,  received  special 
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attention,  and  I was  able  to  secure  the  help  of  chemists  and  hardware 
stores  in  propaganda  work. 


Petroleum.  Acts. 

During  the  year,  105  licences  to  store  petroleum  totalling  194,650  gallons 
were  granted.  Also  9 licences  were  granted  in  respect  of  carl)ide  of  calcium 
totalling  4,7481hs.
